Reason: the tremendous aggegate on such trucks rides 
short hauls, seldom more than 25 miles. 

For-jhire carriers aren't too happy about some of 
Dick Jelsma's charts. They don't have national tonnage 
figures either...just a "drop in the bucket" that flows 
into ICC from only the Class 1 common motor carriers. 

Jelsma says: "OK! Then you can't prove my figures 
are not good." So that's that!

WHEN WE CONSIDER the corrosive 
nature of engine exhaust gases result- 
ing in rusting and oxidizing of the 
exhaust equipment, plus severe press- 
ures, shocks and vibration, it seems 
evident that the lighter gages of mild 
steels have no place in the exhaust 
systems of trucks. They are used only 
because we have been forced, as sup- 
pliers, to stay competitive in price 
and have, consequently, resorted to 
lighter gages to accomplish this 
point, and at the sacrifice of quality. 

There is at our disposal several 
coated products known as terne plate, 
zinc grip, and 


aluminized steels. 
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will also offer 
considerably more life than the ordi- 
nary mild steel of equivalent gage. 
Further, there is a broad variety of 
stainless steels. Each one of these has 
its advantages and disadvantages. 


Terne Plate Easy To Work 


Terne plate, better known as long 
terne or lead coated steel, is a fairly 
easy steel to work as far as drawing 
and fabricating are concerned. When 
subject to normal exhaust gas tem- 
peratures it offers considerable re- 
sistance to oxidation and corrosion, 
even though the melting or softening 


Stainless clad steel 


point of the coated surface may be 
low. It maintains a bright 
for a longer period of time than nor- 
mal steels, and painting seldom is re- 
quired. This is definite advantage 


surface 


since paint is not a permanent finish 
on exhaust mufflers. Terne plate, how- 
ever, does not lend itself too well to 
fabrication when arc or gas welded. 
It is not affected so adversely by spot 
welding. 

The price of terne plate is about 
30 percent more per pound than mild 
steel, based of course on similar 
quantities and gages. Its use can best 
be justified on systems where exhaust 
condensation is a big item and units 
are subjected to severe weather con- 
ditions rather than on applications 
involving severe heat in the exhaust 
gas. There is some question as to 
whether or not you get the most for 
your dollar from light-gage terne 
plate or from heavy-gage mild steel. 
Aluminized steel, a bonded coating 
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Aluminized steel, a bonded coating 
of aluminum rolled on to ordinary 
mild steel, is a material that is ex- 
ceptionally resistant to rusting 
caused by weather conditions and of- 
fers a fair degree of corrosion resist- 
ance. It does not offer the drawing 
quality or “ability to fold back on it- 
self” as required in some mufller end 
flanges but as far as general fabrica- 
tion is concerned it works quite read- 
ily. Again, because of its coating, 
aluminized steel does not require 
paint. 


Test Programs On 
Aluminized Steel 


Producers claim aluminized steel 
will withstand temperatures as high 
as 1500 deg. F. and that it does not 
tend to break down as would ordi- 
nary mild steel under this heat. There 
are several test programs under way 
at this time wherein aluminized steels 
are being subjected to some of the 
higher heat conditions on exhaust 
systems, but results are not available 
yet. 

The cost of aluminized steel is 
more than twice the cost of mild 
steel. Once again there is the ques- 
tion of lighter gages of costly steel 
vs. heavier gages of mild steel. 

Tests have been made on a ma- 
terial known as zinc grip. It is a form 
of galvanized sheet, much like terne 
plate, which works up quite nicely 
and offers a glossy finish with more 
lustre than either terne plate or 
aluminized steel. It is fairly resist- 
ant to normal weather conditions and 
will maintain its glossy finish for a 
considerable length of time without 
rusting. However, if subjected to the 
heat of exhaust gases long enough it 
will pit, break down, and _ finally 
show rusting. 

Zinc grip, like most of the coated 
steels, does not lend itself to arc or 
gas welding as the coating will burn 
away near the weld, leaving an ex- 
posed surface of mild steel. This un- 
protected surface will rust and cor- 
rode like any ordinary mild steel. 
However, this is not always the case 
in spot welding or seamed stitch 
welding and coated metals are being 
fabricated this way with a fair degree 
of success. Zinc grip, like terne plate, 
is about 30 percent more costly than 
mild steel. 

Hot dip galvanized or terne dipped 
is another coating that has gained 
considerable favor. This procedure 
consists of coating the mufflers after 
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complete fabrication so that all sur- 
faces including welds are protected 
against corrosion. Before coating 
they are immersed in a pickling bath 
and then dipped into the molten solu- 
tion, either of zinc or lead. If muff- 
lers are to be treated this way, proper 
drains must be arranged so that they 
can readily and thoroughly be 
drained and thus avoid leaving large 
deposits of the coating material with- 
in the muffler. Hot dip galvanized 
mufflers do not drain as well as those 
that are terne ipped, and in some 
cases they tend to distort somewhat 
from the heat encountered in the hot 
dip galvanizing process. In the terne 
dip process the better draining and 
more uniform coating is a result of 
the the lower temperatures involved. 
Both of these processes are done on 
a poundage basis, that is, the amount 
of metal adhering to the surfaces de- 
termines the cost of the coating. 

Galvanizing is usually a little less 
expensive than terne dipping, though 
it is less expensive to remove excess 
metal from mufllers that are terne 
dipped. The construction of the muff- 
ler and its final use will determine 
which is more desirable. 

Considerable development work is 
being done on hot aluminum dipping 
after fabrication. This process pre- 
sents many more problems than 
found in such procedures as hot dip 
galvanizing and terne dipping. More 
expensive equipment is required as 
well as greater skill. Several organi- 
zations are experimenting with this 
process at the present time. It is hop- 
ed that aluminum coating of steel 
may have something in the near fu- 
ture to offer to the exhaust muffler 
industry. 


Porcelain Coated Steel 
Bonding Methods 

Still another process of interest is 
the porcelain coating of steels which 
are subjected to high corrosive con- 
ditions and high termperatures. It ap- 
pears that porcelain coated steels can 
stand temperatures up to 1500 deg. 
F., offer considerable acid resistance, 
and may well fill a need. In the past, 
coatings of this type have been so 
brittle as to chip off when subjected 
to the conditions required og exhaust 
mufflers, leaving the mild steel ex- 
posed at these points subject to cor- 
rosion. There is work and thought 
being applied to improving this pro- 
cess to secure a better bond, and if 
the cost of such coating is not too 


high this process may be used for in- 
creasing muffler life. 

If the initial costs of exhaust muff- 
lers were not given such emphasis 
we could make use of some of the 
stainless steels. In general, lighter 
gages can be used, giving longer life 
and reduced weight for exhaust sys- 
tems. These steels can be worked 
readily, including drawing opera- 
tions, spot welding, arc welding, 
shaping, and forming. They also can 
be combined with mild steel since 
there is practically no electrolytic ac- 
tion. They are particularly resistant 
to high temperatures, being un- 
affected in most cases by the corro- 
sive conditions found in exhaust 
mufflers. Some of the lower grades of 
stainless steel will show rust under 
normal atmospheric conditions but are 
nevertheless better than mild steel. 


Stainless Steel Used 
For Severe Heat 


Stainless costs anywhere from 8 to 
17 times per pound as much as mild 
steel and this cost differential forces 
a minimum use of stainless. The 
choice therefore is based on what the 
customer will pay. As a result, we 
are using stainless steel in certain 
parts of exhaust systems which are 
subjected to severe heat and mild 
steel in the remainder. Also, some 
low grade stainless is used to save on 
cost where the best design would de- 
mand a better type of stainless. There 
are conditions where it is desirable to 
make mufflers completely of stainless 
steel and other cases where only a 
limited amount of it seems justified. 
Field experience has shown that the 
use of stainless steel mufflers in many 
instances results in enough added 
muffler life to more than offset the 
increased original cost of the muffler. 

Another material known as stain- 
less clad steel combines the proper- 
ties of both mild and stainless steel. 
This consists. of a layer of stainless 
steel rolled on and bonded to a layer 
of mild steel. It is offered in the 
heavier gages with a 10 percent thick- 
ness of various grades of stainless. 
The lighter gages use a 20 percent 
layer of stainless. It has not been 
used generally in mufflers but there 
are applications where its use is 
warranted. Its cost is about half of 
the cost of solid stainless, and such 
material as this might lend _ itself 
quite well to exhaust lines which 
have a tendency to corrode from the

Mufflers Discussed 


There has been complaint on the 
part of truck designers that inade- 
quate mufflers have created excessive 
back pressure limiting power. 

Mr. Bryant presented a progress 
report of the muffler situation, stating 
that continued improvement had been 
made in muffler design and construc- 
tion over a period of years but that 
the industry throttled the efforts of 
muffler manufacturers by a demand 
for a price so low that adequate 
materials could not be used. 

This seems to have been a major 
misunderstanding. The paper 
relatively short.

One operator backed up his 
plea for better materials by pointing 
out that equipment carrying or pull- 
ing heavy loads on long fast runs or 
up long grades frequently has the 
entire exhaust pipe and muffler at 
cherry red heat. 


Better Mufflers? 

This is the first time all sides have 
gotten together on the subject. It is 
important. It costs money and is of 
great interest.

SHOP’ KINKS, (Continued) 





We HAVE LESSENED the exhaust noise from our trucks 
by the insertion of an exhaust expansion chamber in 
the exhaust pipe. Development of this chamber fol- 
lowed our reasoning that since the cracking noise from 
exhausts is caused by air rushing back into the end of 
the exhaust pipe between impulses, slowing down the 
speed of the air would allow the exhaust to be blown 
out quietly. 

Our studies showed that if exhaust impulses passing 
into the exhaust manifold at speeds approximating 1200 
mph should reach the end of the exhaust pipe above the 
supersonic level “thunder” would result. If there was 
a steady flow from the pipe only a 3 in. pipe would be 
required to have a speed of approximately 200 mph. It 
was found that cracking sounds started at approximately 
1600 rpm and continued up to governed speed. Hence 
it appeared that the speed of the exhaust impulses had 
more to do with the sound than did the actual discharge. 

The chamber 30 by 8 in. in size not only lessens noise 
but causes smoke to go higher in the air, lessening 
ground odor and reducing annoyance to highway trav- 
elers.

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Government Makes Trucks In Brazil 


The Brazilian government has gone 
into the business of assembling and 
selling trucks, and hopes one day to 
produce 100 per cent Brazilian com- 
mercial vehicles. 

The Fabrica Nacional de Motores 
(National Motor Factory) which is al- 
most 100 per cent government-owned, 
has turned out some 100 medium trucks 
which are basically Isotta Fraschini 
vehicles, imported from Italy. 

The Isotta Fraschini truck lists at 
250,000 cruzeiros ($12,500). Col. Gus- 
tavo de Faria, the plant director, says 
he expects to turn out 1,200 trucks an- 
nually by 1951, and believes there is a 
market for that many. Currently, de- 
mand for trucks is high, especially as 
exchange shortage has kept the big 
American companies from importing 
all they could sell. 

The F.N.M. “D-7,300,” as the truck 
is called, is intended for fairly heavy- 
duty, inter-city work. Potential market 
is somewhat limited by scarcity of 
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adequate roads in the interior. 


Tires are Brazilian, from natural 
rubber. Cabs and bodies are being 
made in Brazil, and batteries are 


bought locally, along with a few other 
items. But mostly the truck is an 
Isotta Fraschini IF D-80, with six-cyl- 
inder diesel engine, intended to carry 
an eight-ton load and to pull a trailer- 
and-load weighing 14 tons. 

Plans call for gradual expansion of 
local manufacture so that by the end 
of 1951 practically everything will be 
made in Brazil. The Fabrica Nacional 
de Motores would not, however, do all 
the manufacturing; it would farm out 
much of the work to other firms in 
Brazil. Already some of them are pro- 
ducing parts. 

By 1951. the whole of the truck 
motor is to be made in Brazil, and Col. 
Faria plans an output of about 2,000 
motors yearly: 1,200 for the trucks, and 
the rest for use as marine and sta- 
tionary motors, and as replacements.

Better Roads, and How to Pay for Them 


“Firty YEARS OF PRoGREss” in high- 
way transportation will be the theme 
of the Third Highway Transportation 
Congress in Washington, D. C., April 
25, 26 and 27, it has been announced 
by Arthur C. Butler, Director of the 
National Highway Users Conference, 
which is the Congress’ sponsor. The 
event coincides with Washington’s 
own 150th birthday celebration. 

It is through these Congresses, held 
every two years, that the nation’s 
highway user groups have the oppor- 
tunity to express themselves on na- 
tional and state highway problems. 

This year, the program has been 
extended to three days in length, 
from two, to permit development of 
a comprehensive program with ample 
time for committee sessions. The 
program will include forums on high- 
way problems and general sessions 
addressed by nationally prominent 
speakers, and will conclude with a 
banquet meeting. Sessions will be 
held in the Mayflower Hotel. 

Albert Bradley, chairman of NHUC, 
who is executive vice-president of 
General Motors, will give the keynote 
address of the Congress. 

The Congress will bring to the 
capital leaders of hundreds of high- 
way user groups in the states, as well 
as many highway officials, and execu- 
tives in highway transportation in- 
dustries. The importance of the pol- 
icy questions to be discussed is in- 
dicated by the fact that highway 
transportation is now a $30 billion 
annual industry on which the jobs of 
one out of every seven persons de- 
pend. 

Subjects to be discussed will in- 
clude highway. road and street devel- 
opment and sound fiscal policies gov- 
erning this: the problems raised by 
continued Federal encroachment on 
the state field of motor vehicle taxa- 
tion through the emergency Federal 
automotive excises; lack of uniform- 
ity in motor vehicle laws; highway 
transportaiion’s overall public rela- 
tions picture, and highway safety.

Is Running Down 


In his recent Economic Report to Congress Presi- 
dent Truman chalked up a constructive advance in 
his economic reasoning. He pointed out that if we 
are going to attain the worth-while goal of a $300 
billion national income in the next five years, we 
must equip ourselves with more and better indus- 
trial tools. Of all the dynamic forces of expansion 
in America, he said, one of the most important is 
business investment. 


That is fine. It is basic common sense. We have 
been saying that for years and we are glad to hear 
the President say it too. 


But having hit this new high in his economic 
reasoning, the President failed to draw the right 
conclusion. He made the mistake of accepting the 
false conclusion that there is no shortage of busi- 
ness funds to pay for more and better industrial 
tools. “There are immense opportunities for busi- 
ness investment in nearly every segment of the 
economy,” the President said, and further, “there 
are in general sufficient funds available to busi- 
nessmen who want to seize these opportunities.” 


That just is not so — and the lack is not only 
serious; it can well be fatal. 


It is a matter of the most urgent national im- 
portance that the President’s recognition of the 


need of more and better industrial tools should be 
followed by effective action. That calls for changes 
in the national policies that are now blocking and, 
unless changed, will increasingly block business 
from meeting this need. If business cannot get 
enough new tools, the result will not be higher, but 
lower standards of living five years from now. 


The President should talk this matter of busi- 
ness investment over with Senator O’Mahoney, 
the Chairman of the Joint Congressional Commit- 
tee on the Economic Report. Senator O’Mahoney 
would take to the discussion knowledge of the 
investment situation recently acquired through his 
conduct of a series of Congressional hearings. 


If he told the President what he told the press 
during the course of these hearings, he would say, 
“the private capitalistic system is being seriously 
threatened by a lack of venture capital.” That is in 
direct conflict with the President’s conclusion that 
“there are in general sufficient funds available.” 


This serious shortage of adequate investment in 
new plant and equipment is brought forth so that 
all of us can understand it by McGraw-Hill’s an- 
nual survey of American industry’s plans for in- 
vestment in new plant and equipment in 1950, 
which has just been completed.

(hese are the major findings of the McGraw-Hill survey of “Business’ Plans 
for New Plants and Equipment” in 1950. Made by the McGraw-Hill Depart- 


ment of Economics, the survey shows: 


1. Industry—as represented by manufac 
turing, mining, transportation, and utili- 
ties — now plans to invest $12.4 billion 
in new plants and equipment this year. 
This is 13% less than was actually spent 
last year. 


2. Manufacturing industries alone plan 
to spend $6.3 billion in 1950 for new 
facilities.

[he results of the survey, which are summar- 
ized above, show that American Industry —as 
represented by manufacturing, mining, transpor- 
tation and utilities — is planning to spend 13 per 
cent less for new plant and equipment in 1950 
than it did in 1949. 


Since the rate of investment in new plant and 
equipment right now is apparently about 15 per 
cent below the rate for 1949, the present level of 
business investment may be relatively steady in 
1950. That would relieve the fear, expressed by 
President Truman in his Economic Report, that 
“if the downward trend in business investment 
were to continue, our prospects for full recovery 
and continued expansion would be seriously en- 
dangered.” 


BUT, at the rate of investment planned by 
American manufacturing industry for 1950, it 
would take 40 years to modernize thoroughly our 
present industrial plant and equipment. That 
would still leave undone the job of increasing it 
to meet the needs of an expanding economy of 
the kind sketched by President Truman in his 
message. 


In attaining even this rate of investment, the 
McGraw-Hill survey shows American business 
must rely overwhelmingly on its own profits, 
which have declined as the country has left the 
postwar boom behind it. Most American com- 
panies cannot sell new common stock except at 
ruinously low prices. Here is one case where gov- 


ernment action is really needed to help business 
and help to keep a rising American standard of 
living. 


In order to get enough business investment to 
assure the “full recovery and continued expan 
sion” sought by the President, our country needs: 

1. Lower taxes on business income so as to re- 
lease more money for new pliant and equipment. 


2. Liberalized depreciation allowances on old 
plant and tools so that business can buy new 
equipment faster. 


3. Repeal of the present double taxation of div- 
idends which now are taxed once as corporation 
income and again 2s personal income. 


It is encouraging to have the President explic- 
itly recognize the key importance of adequate 
business investment in providing steadily expand- 
ing prosperity. The next and most important thing 
to do is to make this recognition effective by dis- 
carding national policies which are blighting an 
adequate volume of business investment.

“White Collar” Employee Status 


Revised regulations of Fair Labor Standards 


Act. effective January 15 covering:

REVISED REGULATIONS governing the 
exemption of so-called “white collar” 
employees and driver-salesmen from 
the minimum wage and overtime pay 
provisions of the Fair Labor Stand- 
ards Act became effective Jan. 25, 
1950. They were applied by Wage 
and Hour Administrator William R. 
McComb under authority granted to 
him by the Act. 


The regulations, known as Part 
341—-Defining and Delimiting the 


Terms “Any Employee Employed in 
a Bona Fide Executive, Administra- 
tive, Professional or Local Retailing 
Capacity, or in the Capacity of Out- 
side Salesman,” became effective 
simultaneously with the effective date 
of the Fair Labor Standards Act 
Amendments of 1949 which increased 
the minimum wage rate to 75 cents 
an hour and made other changes in 
the law. 


Six Tests Now Apply 
The new regulations apply “tests” 
of duties, responsibilities, salary 
levels, and other basic requirements 
which employers must use in deter- 
mining which of their employees may 
e exempt from the provisions of the 
ict as an “executive,” “administra- 
ive,” “professional,” “local retail- 

ng.” or “outside salesman.” 
A salary and five other tests are 
‘rovided for “executive” employees; 
salary and four other tests for “full

Service Sales Covered 

The exemption applying to driver 
salesmen is expanded to include those 
as well as those

viously applying to “white collar” 
employees are limited to some ex- 
tent by raising the salary test for 
“executive” type employees from $30 
a week to $55 a week and for “ad- 
ministrative” and “professional” type 
employees from the $200 a month 
test to a $75 a week or $325 a month 
test. 

On Dec. 27 Mc: 
Comb issued an explanatory bulletin 
containing interpretations and state- 
ments of general policy directly re- 
lated to the revised regulations.

Driver Salesmen. (a) A _ large 
group of employees known generally 
as “route salesmen,” “distributor 


salesmen,” or “driver salesmen” are 
commonly employed by distributors 
of carbonated beverages and_ beer, 
cigars, and numerous dairy and other 
food products. Typically, the driver 
salesman carries an assortment of the 
articles he sells and calls on the same 
customers at frequent and regular in- 
tervals. He confers with the 
replenishes the customer's 
stock of goods and if he is introduc- 
ing new varieties or new lines, en- 
deavors to persuade the customer to 
buy the new products. He removes 
the empty bottles, cases, and other 
containers if these are to be returned 
to his employer and delivers the ar- 
ticles sold to the customer. The ex- 
emption is not defeated by the fact 
that the employee combines deliver- 
ies, collections, and other incidental 
It is 
clear that such an employee is em- 
ployed for making sales. 

(b) On the other hand, an em- 
ployee who is basically a truck driver 
and only incidentally or occasionally 
a salesman does not qualify for the 
exemption. Some employees occa- 
sionally described as outside sales- 
men, merely deliver orders in an 
amount exactly or approximately pre- 
arranged by custom or contractual 
arrangement and frequently make 
collections for the goods they deliver. 
Such employees are clearly not sales- 
men. Morever, driving a truck or 
making not exempt 
work when the truck is being used to 
deliver goods sold by someone else 
or when the collections are for sales 
made by another employee.

(c) In borderline cases, a deter- 
mination of whether a driver sales- 
man is employed for the purpose of 
making sales or is primarily a truck 
driver and only incidentally or occa- 
sionally a salesman, can be made 
in the light of facts that will illus- 
trate the actual nature of the employ- 
ee’s work.

FLEET OWNER SURVEY SHOWS: 


Carrier Fleets Require 
Mechanic For 8 Vehicles 


THE ANSWER to the question of how 
many mechanics are needed in a fleet 
repair shop requires about the same 
type of answer as the riddle of how 
long should a man’s legs be. The an- 
swer to the riddle is that the legs 
should be long enough to reach from 
the body to the ground. The answer 
to the number of mechanics is 
enough manpower to do the job. 
What constitutes a proper job de- 
pends on the type of truck operation, 
the degree of maintenance service to 
be provided by the fleet shop, and the 
availability of outside shops. All of 
these factors are evident in the re- 
plies to a question on the number of 
mechanics employed, asked in FLEET 
Owner’s recent Shop Equipment Sur- 
vey. The overall analysis of replies 


February, 1950 


reflects the wide divergency that ex- 
ists in the maintenance field between 
transportation fleets and those en- 
eaged in distribution services. 

The motor carrier fleets average 
out at one mechanic for each 7.8 ve- 
hicles, taking the figures on a weight- 
ed average basis, for all sizes of 
operations. Fleets in distribution ser- 
vices, such as laundries, bakeries, 
dairies, etc., on the same average 
basis have one mechanic for each 
16.2 vehicles. These figures cover a 
variety of fleets, involving over 14.- 
000 engine-powered vehicles and over 
1,300 mechanics. 

The wide difference in manpower 
utilized between the two general 
types of fleet operations may be ac- 
counted for by some of these basic 


operating and maintenance consider- 
ations: 


High mileage. Vehicles in over- 
the-road_ transportation service run 
up many more miles than those in 
distribution services. Weekly runs 
may turn up several thousand miles, 
whereas a light delivery truck might 
operate a year or more before ac- 
cumulating the same number of 
miles. Service intervals naturally 
turn up much faster. Inspection pe- 
riods, also, are more frequent. Parts 
are replaced more often, and thus 
there is a greater volume of engine 
and parts rebuilding work. High or 
low mileage is a factor in the number 
of mechanics required. 


Speed required for maintenance. 
Over-the-road vehicles are the pro- 
duction tools of the fleet, and every 
hour they are unnecessarily idle bites 
deeply into profits. Rigid time 
schedules are set up, and mainte- 
nance has to be geared to keeping 
trucks, truck-tractors, and trailers on 
the highway. Trucks in distribution 
service, on the other hand, usually 
are on routes or schedules where 
operation is geared to specific work- 
ing hours of drivers or salesmen, and 
the vehicles return to the garage for 
definite storage periods. During these 
idle hours there is an opportunity to 
schedule inspections, repairs, and 
overhauls into a definite pattern. 
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Maintenance shop manpower required to keep trucks rolling for various types of delivery fleets.

There may be some stand-by equip- 
ment around, so a day or so extra on 
an engine job may not be as import- 
ant. Cost of maintenance work, thus, 
takes on different hues. For over-the- 
road operation the cost of the me- 
chanics’ time is weighed against the 
The additional 
manpower available for 
trucks back onto the high- 
ways is more than offset by the extra 
productive time of the vehicle. For 
the distribution fleet there may be 
less justification for extra speedy 
work, even if it does get a truck 
back on the faster, so man- 
power is based on the work output of 
the man rather than of the vehicle.

Amount of maintenance. The 
general factors of over-maintenance 
and under-maintenance are evident 
in the statistics. Transportation fleets 
have to operate on schedules, and 
equipment gets far from the home re- 
pair or terminal shops, so any delay 
is costly in holding up a cargo. En- 
route repair work is expensive. Dis- 
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tribution fleet trucks usually are rela- 
tively home base. Break- 
downs can be handled by the service 
truck. These basic differences tend to 
keep over-the-road equipment over- 
maintained with parts and accessories 
replaced, and engines overhauled 
ahead of potential failure while dis- 
tribution fleet equipment may be com- 
paratively under-maintained with re- 
placements and overhauls made when

upon the availability of outside shops 
to turn out jobs. In some communi- 
ties outside shops are well-equipped 
and well-staffed to turn out repair 
work on the double quick, and the 
fleet operator may find it more profit- 
able to utilize these shops rather 
than to do the work in the fleet shop, 
especially in the rebuilding or re- 
pairing of parts. Again, if outside 
shops are not available, or are not 
set up to turn out work quickly, the 
fleet operator turns over a bigger vol- 
ume of the maintenance work to the 
fleet shop. This factor, then, is taken 


into consideration in determining the 
number of mechanics required in the 
fleet shop. 

While fleets in transportation op- 
erations averaged out at 
chanic per 7.8 vehicles, there were 
some variations when the fleets were 
considered in relation to the number 
of vehicles involved. Fleets with 10 
to 24 trucks, truck-tractors, and fleet 
passenger cars, averaged 7.7 vehicles 
per mechanic, and this figure is for 
14 fleets. Fifteen fleets with 25 to 49 
vehicles averaged out at 7.9 vehicles, 
while 12 fleets with 50 to 74 vehicles 
averaged 9.5 vehicles per mechanic. 
The figure dropped to 8.4 vehicles 
for fleets with 75 to 99 vehicles, 
while 27 fleets with 100 vehicles or 
more averaged out at 7.6 vehicles per 
mechanic.

Fleets in distribution services 
varied on average figures between

Keep the talk brief. Too many 
figures, too many details hide the 
action aims of the meeting.

war project. The Davidson organi- 
zation poured into it many years of 
experience in working out the plans, 
including that of J. FF. Bauern- 
schmidt who managed the New York 
terminal for 20 years. 

Outstanding features of the termi- 
nal, in brief, for handling cargo and 
manpower, are: 

Cargo handling is eased by a 
straighi-across dock movement, with 
power trucks and pallets. Semi-trail- 
ers are parked on one side of the 
dock and local delivery vehicles are 
on the other side. Cargo is unloaded 
onto pallets. Power trucks handle 
cargo on and off trucks, and through 
the sorting areas. The dock also has 
an overhead sail hoist for easy and 
quick handling of heavy shipments. 

Manpower handling is eased by 
consideration of the welfare of the 
drivers. especially the road chauf- 
feurs who may have a lay-over on 
the New York end of their runs. The 
chauffeurs have been provided excep- 
tionally good facilities for cleaning 
up, for sleeping, and for whiling 
away the hours. There is an air-con- 
ditioned. sound-proofed dormitory. 
Regular chauffeurs are assigned a 
bed, for their exclusive use, with the 
linen changed weekly. Ten beds are 
available for transient drivers, with 
the linen changed daily. The wash 


room has showers and lockers. Tow-

els and soap are provided by the com- 
pany. and are dispensed freely. A 
recreational room has a radio, books, 
and a card table. Local drivers also 
have a recreational room, and a wash 
room with a shower.

employee, who may be operating 
away from immediate supervision. 

For instance, garage employees on 
road service calls have to handle 
whatever situations arise, to get the 
trucks rolling again. Knowledge of 
mechanics is important, but these 
men also have to be good operators 
in getting the work done quickly. 
There are plenty of problems right 
in the terminal on cargo handling 
that defy application of rules. The 
same tonnage may pass through the 
terminal on different days, but what 
a difference in the amount of work 
involved. One day may see cargo 
flow through smoothly. Trailers are 
unloaded and the power trucks shut- 
tled back and forth to the delivery 
units without any lost time or motion. 
The next day, with the same tonnage. 
the work literally has to be dragged 
through. The difference comes in the 
size and weight of individual pack- 
ages, and good management gets the 
staff through the rough days 

Mr. Bauernschmidt’s office is lo 
cated in about the middle of the ter 
minal building. Most of the work is 
within his view, including the office, 
cashier's and dispatcher’s cages, and 
the platform. Partitions are of glass, 
and the door is open to all employees. 
Mr. Bauernschmidt also keeps circu- 
lating around the terminal, and on a 
conducted tour it was noted that he 
called the men by their first names 
and it was evident that the employees 
respected “the boss.” 

Consideration of the drivers’ wel 
fare starts when the road chauffeurs 
enter the terminal gates. There is am 
ple space for wheeling the truck on 
a clean, gravelled parking lot. 

The truck-trailer side of the termi 
nal platform has six double bays, 
and each parking space is marked 
with a raised ridge on the concrete 
floor. The chauffeur can pull in front 
of the bay and back into the stall, 
guided by the marker ridge on the 
driver's side of the cab. 

There is a direct entrance off the 
platform to ofhce space for the driv 
ers. The cashiers and dispatchers are 
in adjoining, glass-enclosed offices. 
between the drivers’ room and _ the 
general offices. 

The drivers can check in, clean up 
their paper work, and use the tele

two 20-ft. doors on each side. The 
lay-out will permit extension of the 
platform, when necessary, into what 
is now the shop, and relocating the 
repair department. 

Gasoline storage and pumps are 
outside by the repair shop. The 
pumps are the ticket recording type, 
enabling the terminal to keep a rec- 
ord of all fills. A ticket is made out 
when a truck needs fuel, and time 
and date stamped on the card. Then 
the ticket is inserted in the pump, 
and a pin punctures the ticket and re- 
leases the mechanism. The ticket 
shows the number, and final meter 
reading for the previous truck, plus 
the number and meter reading for 
the current transaction. The differ- 
ences in meter reading indicates the 
gallons put into the truck tanks, and 
the consecutive numbering is a check 
on all transactions. The underground 
storage capacity is 10,000 gals. 


Drivers Save on ’Phone Calls 


The platform schedule operates 
on three shifts. The first is from 
4 a.m. to 1 p.m., handling the early 
morning arrivals of trucks from 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, and other 
terminals to the south. The second 
shift is from 1 p.m. to 10 p.m., and 
the final shift from 4 p.m. until 1 
a.m. or whenever the work is fin- 
ished. 

The locks throughout the terminal 
have individual keys and one master 
key. Mr. Bauernschmidt, thus, has 
to carry only one key. The individual 
keys are assigned to employees who 
work in that particular department. 

The terminal also has metropolitan 
telephone service, with a local num- 
ber and directory listing for each 
city served. Local drivers are given 
this number, so if they have to call 
in while making deliveries it is a lo- 
cal call.

designed to reveal the joker whose ap- 
pearance is scheduled later. This comes 
when the industry finds the fine net- 
work of modern highways—most cer- 
tainly a necessary adjunct to any indus- 
trial plant—can only be used up to a 
fraction of its capacity. 

“What does not appear in the adver- 
tising copy, of course, is the fact that a 
politically-minded legislature has nulli- 
fied claims the state makes in respect 
to its fine highway plant by the enact- 
ment of absurd weight laws and restric- 
tions which increase transportation 
costs to industry. 

“Industry, of course, has not been 
fully alerted to the seriousness of this 
kind of political maneuvering and no 
unified opposition to it, other than that 
by the trucking industry, has been man- 
ifested. 

“The fact is, however, that the high- 
way is in reality as much a part of the 
industrial plant as any of its compo- 
nents and when a lobby-ridden legisla- 
ture sets out to hamstring the trucking 
industry by the enactment of restrictive 
laws on truck transportation, it is strik- 
ing a blow at industry. 

“It would make just as much sense 
if the legislatures passed laws restrict- 
ing the use of power to the hours be- 
tween 7 a.m. and noon. There is a good 
deal of nonsense being aired about the 
highways, these days, and it is about 
time that industry awakened to the fact 
that attempts to legislate trucks off the 
highways pose a very serious problem 
for all indusry. . . .”

Indiana Truckers 
F ight Fee Hike 


A challenge as to the validity of the 
1949 Indiana law increasing truck and 
automobile license fees has been filed 
in Marion County Superior Court by 
four companies of the Private Truck 
Owners of Indiana, Inc. 

The suit seeks a declaratory judg- 
ment on the measure which increases 
truck licenses from about $65 to $300 
maximum. 

The legislature expected to increase 
revenues by about $6,000,000 annually 
with the increased levies, $3,000,000 of 
this to be allotted to the State Highway 
Department, $1,920,000 to counties and 
$900,000 to cities and towns. 

The suit maintains that the new 
rates, which became effective Jan. 1, 
create more revenue than is necessary 
for administration of the Bureau of 
Motor Vehicles and diverts some of the 
revenue to use outside the bureau.

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“Definite technical progress was 
made in 1949 in carrier operating eff- 
ciency,” Mr. Hammond declared, “al- 
though increased labor costs tended 
to cancel out much of the advances.” 

Total ton miles for inter-city and in- 
terstate trafhe fell from 1,009 millions 
in 1948 to 885 millions in 1949—off 12 
per cent, it is indicated by prelimi- 
nary estimates. 

The Association of American Rail- 
roads reports carloadings for 1949 
were 36 millions, down 16 per cent. 
Ton miles totaled 530,000 millions, 
down 16.9 per cent. Railroad coal traf- 
fic was below 1948 figures for 49 
weeks, resulting in an annual coal load- 
ing decrease of 29 per cent. Railroad 
passenger revenue was 15 per cent less 
than the previous year. 

An increase of 2.3 per cent in car 
loadings for the first quarter of 1950 is 
forecast by the 13 Regional Shippers 
Advisory Boards. 

Despite lower total business in 1949, 
the railroads report more tons were 
moved more miles for each hour of 
freight train service. and fast, modern 
passenger trains operated more miles 
than ever before. 

Estimates based on continued high 
business activity indicate that the truck- 
ing industry may hold near its 1949 
level this year. 

Class One for-hire freight motor car- 
riers increased inter-city freight 5 per 
cent in 1949 over 1948, according to 
preliminary estimates of the American 
Trucking Associations. Although gross 
revenue increased 11 per cent, expenses 
climbed 13 per cent, cutting net rev- 
enue 14 per cent. 

Ton-mile highway figures for private 
and common carriers may reach a 
record high of nearly 90,000 millions 
for the year.

President’s Tax Message Viewed 
As Disappointing on Excise Cuts 


Three top spokesmen for the truck- 
ing industry and other highway users 
take a dim view of the President’s re- 
cent tax message to Congress. Two of 
the officials point out that the message 
is disappointing in that it fails to in- 
clude the “necessary articles of com- 
merce and industry” in the area of 
excise relief. The third official believes 
relief for the automotive field has not 
been ruled out—and promises to do 
something about it. 

John B, Hulse, secretary-manager of 
the Truck-Trailer Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation in Washington, says “President 
Truman’s tax message gave very little 
comfort to truck trailer manufacturers 
for it largely disregarded the excise 
taxes imposed on necessary articles of 
commerce and industry, while offering 
some relief to the purchasers of luxury 


largest business groups in the country 
and since relief in this field would do 
much toward maintaining general bus- 
iness activity at a satisfactory level. 

John V. Lawrence, managing direc- 
tor of the American Trucking Associa- 
tions, said that “The President’s tax 
message is disappointing in not recom- 
mending relief from emergency excise 
taxes on gasoline, equipment, parts, 
tires, etc., that burden heavily all truck 
transport.”

Maryland Road 
Project to Study Effect 
of Axle Weights 


A two-lane, 1.1 mile stretch of rein- 
forced concrete pavement on U.S. 301 
near LaPlata, Md., may soon be used 
to determine, by scientific methods, the 
effect of heavy truck usage on high- 
ways. 

The test project had its origin at a 
meeting of 14 state highway officials 
called by Gov. Frank Lausche at Co- 
lumbus, in December, and is also spon- 
sored by the Bureau of Public Roads 
and the Highway Research Board. 
Other states will be invited to par- 
ticipate and help pay the costs of the 
experiment. 

The selected test pavement was con- 
structed about nine years ago on 12 to 
18 inches of base material and is rein- 
forced with steel mesh throughout. 
Each lane is 9 inches thick at the edges 
and 7 inches at the center. 

The experimental roadway will be 
divided into mile 
and .6 mile each, thus making four 


two sections of .5 


lanes of pavement available for the 
testing of axle-load effect on a road's 
durability. Each lane of each section 
will be subjected to axle weights of 
only one type. These types include a 
two-axle truck with 18,000 Ib. rear 
axle weight; a two-axle truck with 22.- 
000 lb. rear axle weight; a tandem 
axle truck with 16,000 lbs. each axle 
(32,000 lb. total); and a tandem axle 


truck with 22,400 Ibs. each axle (44,- 
800 lb. total). 
Each truck will pass over its test 


lane approximately 500 times a day. 
It is estimated that this concentrated 
application will equal, in a period of 
six months, 20 years of truck use. How- 
ever, the test may be completed in as 
little as three months but can continue 
for the six month period. 

Before the experiment begins, a com- 
plete chart and photographic survey 
will be made of all cracks in the test 


pavement. The 1.1 miles stretch will 
be under constant observation after 
the experiment begins and, as new 


cracks appear and progress, they will 
be charted and the number of axle ap- 
plications causing the condition will be 
noted. Strain gages are to be placed 
at frequent intervals in each experi- 
mental lane and drivers will be in- 
structed to drive close to the edge and 
in the middle of the lane proportion- 








ately to what occurs in usual highway 
use, 

The project is expected to get under 
way soon after April 1, when it is cer- 
tain that all frost is out of the ground. 
The length of the experiment will de- 
pend upon how soon definite conclu- 
sions can be reached concerning the 
effect of each axle load on the four 
lanes. Existing traffic will be diverted 
to an old road which is parallel to the 
selected strip while the tests are being 
made.
